Total employment in Noveiber, 1942, was 3.4 per cont. less than in 
November, 1941, Amongst the industrial groups, however, munitions, aircraft and 
shipbuilding were 66.2 per cent. above the 1941 level - the incrsase in numbers of em- 
ployees being 46,900 since November, 1941. Shipoing and stevedoring was slightly 
/above 
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above the Level for November, 1941, and substantially above that for july 1941, 
put was practically unchanged as compared with the preceding month, October, 
1944. Rail and air transport and government n.e.i. had more employees in 
Novcuiber 1942 than a yeer earlier, but cgovernient n.e.i. was slightly lower 
compered with the previous month (October 1942) 


All other industrial groups employed fewer workers in November, 1942, than in 
Noveuber, 1941; and their November, 1942 totals were less than those for October 
in all cases, except retail trade which showed a slight increase and “all other 
industries" which was unchanged. During recent months the heaviest decreases in 
absolute numbers have been in "retail trade" and "all other industries", but in 
Novesilber, 1942, both showed small increases. 


Males: Mele employment in November 1942 was greater than in November 1941 in munitions, 
aircraft and shipbuilding, (very large increase), government n.e.i., rail and air 
transport, and shipping and stevedoring. All the groups showing increases are of 
direct waretime importance. The ratios at the end of this section show that in two 

of these groups where it is possible to employ substantial numbers of females, female 
employment has been increased relatively more than male. Compared with November 1941, 
“other factories and workshops" had decreased by 7.1 per cont., and mining and 

quarrying by 14.8 per cent. The remaining groups had decreased by more than 20 per cent 


Females: Females in employment in November, 1942, numbered 42,400 more than in 


November, 1941. early one-half of this increase went to munitions and aircraft 
factories, which employed 175 per cent. more females than in November, 1941. Banks 
and insurance were 30 per cent., and government n.e.i.s 23 per cent. above their 
Noveuber, 1941, figures, but the number of females in other groups was little changed 
from November, 1941. Females in munitions works, retail trade and government services 
nee-ie wore substantially greater than in October. In November, as compared with 
Octoser,"other factories and workshops" employed 500 more females. Until April last 
retail stores were increasing the numbers of females which they employed, but during 
the 5 months, May to September, there were decreases. October, however, showed a 
reversal of this trend with a small increase of 200 and Noveuber showed a further 
increase of 1,200, The only group showing a decrease in females employed in 
November was “other commerce and finance". 


Masculinity of Zmployees: The tendency to replace males with females is illustrated 
by the following figures for masculinity of employees (males per 100 females) in July, 
1941, November 1941, and November 1942 respectively: kiunitions, aircraft and ship- 
building, 591, 533, 282, other factories, 285, 265, 246; retail trade, 121, 115, 883 
banks and insurance, 257, 224, 125; other commerce and finance, 282, 273, 2213 govern= 
ment neeeie, 359, Jel, 283;. all other industries, 183, 181, 133. 


2. STATES: The table on page 4 gives a comperison of estimated employment by States 
similar to that given in the preceding table for industrial groups. 


In all States except Queensland and South Australia, an increase of 
enployment between July 1941, and November 1941, has been followed by a decrease be- 
twecn November 1941 and November 1942. 


From October to Noveuwver 1°42, total employment for all States to- 
gether showed a slight incrsasé. A woderate increese occurred in New South ‘Wales, 
“gscern Australia, Victoria and Quecnsland, but South Australia and Tasmania declined 
sli: ntly. In all States exc pt Tasmania, male cmployment declined and females in- 
cre: sed. In Tasmenia ucles were steady and females declined. 


Male imployees in November compared with October, decreased in all 
States except Tesmania, though the total decrease was the smallest recorded since 
November, 1941, The largest net decrease in November 1942 was recorded in 
government n,e.i. where declines occurred in New South Wales, Victoria, Scuth 
Australia and Tasmania but Queensland showed an increase and Yestern Australia re= 
mained steady. Males employed in factories were higher in New South Wales, Victoria 
Western Australia and Tasmania, but lower in Queensland end Scuth Australia. 


Fomale Znployees in November were groater than in October in all States 
except Tasmania where there was a small decrease. The most important increases were - 
recorded in factories, where New South Wales and Victoria each showed increases of 
1,000 employees, principally duo to munitions etc.e, production. All other industries 
were only slightly changed from October, except in retail trade and government n.esicy 
where increases were recorded in all States.

Commonwealth Government employment. 

3e PAYROLL TAX. 

The collected figures for Pay-Roll returns are given without any adjustment in 
the appendixes which are attached to this summary, The totals given are those for all 
employers who send regular returns to the Taxation Departments. For the small proportion 
of returns which are outstanding at the closing date each month, the figures of the pre- 
vious month have been brought forward. The returns do not cover all employment, as employ- 
ees of the Commonwealth Government are excluded, and employers who pay not more than £20 per 
week in salaries or wages do not wake returns. Certain other classes of employers, 
principally religious or public benevolent institutions and public hospitals, are also 
exenpt. The proportion of all euployees who are included veriss from State to State on ac= 
count of the different noture of the industries in the various States; but in general the 
proportion of employees, (other than those of the Commonwsalth, and those engaged in rural 
industries, and female domestics in privete households), who are included in the Pay~Roll 
Tax returns is about 90 per cent. of the estimated total of males in employment, and about 
80 per cont. of tho females. 


Employers were classified for "industry" according to the industry in which 
they were considered to be predominantly engaged. As some large employers engage in more 
than one industry, a considerable number of employees hive been included in classes to 
which they do not strictly belong. The following tables may be taken as indicators of rene 
from month to month, but not as_a guide to the absolute numbers employed in the respective 
industrics.
